The prolonged drought which has 


dune much damage to fruits, vege- 
tables uud ull kind* of vegetation In 
this vicinity all summer 1ms been 
broken al last and cuillcient ruin has 
[a I It'll this week to fieehen things up 
considerably bul not enough to resloro 
the ground to Its proper condition. Iu 
Borne places they had what up|waral 
almost like a cloudburst, the quantity 
of lain doing coutlijerabloduiuuge, In 
New York about five Incliea of rain fell 
In R dny, and In Providence and oilier 
places north and went of Newport more 
rain fell than came hero. 


Tlie etonu began nboul midnight 


Monday night, coining down nt ilret 
in tbo form of a geutlo drtale, which 
served to moisten up Iho surface of the 
ground. Later It fell harder but not 
enough to cause any particular damage 
nor lo wash oil inuoli of tho lop dress- 
lug. Tha rain continued all day Tues- 
day and well Into Wednesday. Those 
lawn* that havo been sprinkled regu 
larly during the dry season have now 
recovered their greeu appearance to 
tho full, but those whloh were allowed 
to dry up still look very brown and on 
ly prolonged rnln will bring back the 
healthy green appearance. In eome 
places on the Island Iho pastures have 
been freshened up » little but much 
more watsr will be needed before tbe 
feeding Ik reslored lo normal.

have lunch room attachments, whero 
people stop In to eat going to or from 
work, while others do n bakery busi- 
ness only. At either customers come 
In at all hours of the night to buy 
things to carry away, Just as people do 
at nny hour of the day, for the [tcoplo 
who KO to work at midnight or at 1, 2 
or 8 o'clock In the morning want bread 
and bakery stuff before they go, Just 
the same as do those who begin their 
labors nt 7. S or 0. and there 13 likely 
to he In their neighborhood nu all ulght 
open bakery where they can regularly 
Eispply their wants. 


From 2 to u a.m. are the hours that 


mark low ebb In the all night bakery 
trade, but customers arc dropping In 
all night long.—New York Sun.

American desert, the Mount IJJnuco of

vnlley la tho greatest of Its 


name.

It rises like nil enormous wjiito 


brenst against the term cottu ridge of 
Funeral rauge, close to Furnace Creek 
canyon, a grent rent that cleaves the 
rust rampart of Dcnth vnlley. Around 
It Is rolling waste of bald yellow hllK 
none of which Is n mere knoll, nnd it 
towers n good 1,000 feel above them. 
The lowland of Death valley, sinking 
for several miles westward. Is prob- 
ably 2,000 feet lower. 


No one ledge or series of ledges any- 


where In the world contains tho Im- 
mense amount of bornte quart?, shown 
In llic surface of this mountain of 
colomnnlte. It Is a body of oro meas- 
uring 1,000 feet lu width and G.OOO feet 
In length, pitching Into the mountain 
range at q thirty-three degree angle. 
It Is a bora* quarry whose limitations 
cannot be even roughly conjectured, 
but It must exceed by thousands of 
tons any known borate deposit.—De- 
troit News.

ANCIENT ,GUNS. 


Remarkable Weapons That Were Used 


by the Turks arid Chinese. 


At the siege of [diodes the Turks 


constructed mortars by hollowing out. 
cavities in the solid rock nl the proper 
angle, and In tho arsenal nt Malta Is a 
trophy of the long and glorious defense 
of Valetta In a Turkish gun, about a 
six pounder, composed of a copper tube 
colled over with strong rope and "Jack- 
eted" with rawhide.

writers like Albortl In 18-15 and Tol-
